High and Mighty Lordi, 


H E Invaſion of the Electorate of Saxony by the 
! Pruſſian Troops, is an Attack againſt the Laws 
of Nations, which from the great Reſpe& due 
| to them, demand the Aſſiſtance of every Power 
| intereſted in the Preſervation of its Liberty and Independence. 
Tux King, my auguſt Maſter, has ſeen his hereditary 
Dominions invaded, at a Time of the profoundeſt Peace; 
although his Majeſty avoided with the greateſt Care every 
Meaſure that might poſſibly give the leaſt Umbrage to his 
Neighbours. | 
Fou the firſt Glimp le of a Miſunderſtanding between 
the Courts of Vienna Fd Berlin, his Majeſty 5 — en- 
joined his Miniſters at all the Courts in Europe, to declare, 
that it was his firm Reſolution, in the preſent Conjuncture 
of Affairs, to obſerve the ſtricteſt Neutrality. 

A $1MPLE Expoſition of Facts alone will be ſufficient to 
demonſtrate to your High Mightineſſes, the Outrages that 
have been committed in the hereditary Dominions of the 
King, and how much it imports. all the Powers to ſtop a 

Torrent, in which even they themſelves may be involved.

of the Oppreſſions under which the faithful Subjects of his 
Majeſty groan ; the Burghers diſarmed, the Magiſtrates car- 
ried. off t to Ert; as Hoſtages for the anjuft and enormous 
Contributions of Proviſions and Forage, the publick Cof- 
fers ſeized, the Revenues of the Electorate confiſcated, the 
Arſenals af Dreſden, of Leipfick, of Weiſſenfels, and of Zei 
broken open, the Artillery and the Arms plundered and 
tranſported to Mapdebourg'; all theſe Proceedings were no- 
thing but Preliminaries to the unheard-of Treatment, which 
was reſerved for a Queen, whoſe Virtues ought to have 
commanded Reſpect even from her Enemics. It is from 
the ſacred Hands of that auguſt Princeſs, that the Archives 
of State were forced away by Menaces and Violence, not- 
withſtanding the Security which her Majeſty might promiſe 
| herſelf under the Protection of all Laws human and divine, 
and notwithſtanding the re- iterated Aſſurances given to her 
in the Name of the King of Pruſſia, that not only her Per- 
ſon and Reſidence ſhould be abſolutely ſafe, but that even 
the Pruſſian Garriſon ſhould be under her Orders.

to govern in Security the States of her auguſt Conſort, who, 


- prompted by Cares equally important, had haſted away to 


head his Army, to defend his injured Honour, and give to 
the Zeal and Love of his People, what they had ground to 
expect from the Valour and Firmneſs of ſo m :gnanimous a 
Prince. This Princeſs has ſeen the Activity of the Privy 
Council taken away, and inſtead of the legitimate Govern- 
ment an arbitrary Direfory ſubſtituted, which acknowledges 
no other Right but its own Will. 

Such are, High and Mighty Lords, the firſt Exploits of 
a Prince, who declares that he undertakes the War ſolely to 
defend the Liberty of the Germanic Body, and to protect 
the Proteſtant Religion, to which he gives a Stroke the more 
dreadful, as he begins with cruſhing that very State zo 
which thus Religion owes its Eftabliſhment and Preſervation 
of its moſt valuable Rights, when at the ſame Time he 
breaks through the moſt reſpectable Laws, which conſtitute 
the Union of the Germanic Body, under the Pretext of a 
Defence, of which the Empire at preſent ſtands in no need, 
except againſt himſelf _ 

A $0LEMN Treaty of Neutrality, which his Majeſty of- 
fered, nay every Security, that was compatible with his 
Sovereignty, were not ſufficient to ſtop the Projects formed 
to invade and cruſh Saxony. The King retired within his 
Camp, had nothing to conſult but his own Honour, and 

the Zeal of his People, to reject (as indeed they deſerved) 
the unheard-of Propoſals, which have been made to him, 
to abandon to the King of Pruſſia during this War, the Aa- 
miniſtration of his States and his Army. 

Tux Cauſe of Saxony, is a common Cauſe to all Powers,

the Declaration, which the King has cauſed to be publiſhed 
in his Camp, that the King of Pruſſia, while he proteſts not 
to have entered Saxony but as a Friend, inſiſts on no leſs 
than the entire Sacrifice of that Electorate; that theſe enor- 
mous Pretenſions have obliged his Majeſty to declare to 
that Prince, that he is reſolved to defend his juſt Cauſe to 
the laſt Drop of his Blood, rather than accept of Conditions 
ſo odious and ſo injurious to his Glory. 
By the ſecond annexed Copy, your High Mightineſſes 
will obſerve, that the /o-fiiled Pruſſian Directory, in the 
Expoſition of Motives, publiſhed under the Eyes of a Prince 
to whom F riendſhip is pretended, think it ſuperfluous to 
alledge even any Pretext, to colour the Ulurpation of his 
Majeſty's Territories nnd; Revenues. 

Ix theſe Circumſtance the King promiſes himſelf, that all 
States to whom Honour is dear, and in particular your 
High Mightineſſes, who in all Times have been ſo jealous of 
your Liberty and Independence, will give his Majeſty, by 
employing their good Offices, and by other more efficacious 
Means, thoſe Succours, which every State for its own In- 
tereſt owes to another State, when unjuſtly oppreſt, even 


although not bound by any 1 rung
